ing the inactivity.

hands of the Union P otteries com pany,

last Monday morning. 
Owing to the factory's proxim ity to 
ti.* Ohio river, how ever, it w as alm ost 
nplotely submerged during the high

' ires were lighted in all of the kilns 
more tire was placed in the tops, 
bch were water soaked.

and it was thought the kilns 


could be placed in condition for a 
start by tne first of next week. 
W hen 
the workmen w ere ready to quit work 
last night the fires in all of the glost 
kilns 
were 
replenished, 
and 
m ade 
ready for the night, 
it is thought the 
fire caught on the roof from the door 
of one of the kilns. 
During the dry­ 
ing process the kiln doors were not 
built up, and the flames, in ease they 
burned up. had free access to the roof 
of the kiln shed. 
The fire was dis­ 
covered by parties residing in the im ­ 
mediate vicinity, and the alarm was 
given. 
The volunteer brigade was quirk to 
respond, but it did not require an ex ­ 
perienced eye to prove the utter inabil­ 
ity of any power at the command of 
the people who assembled to comlwit 
the flames. 
A bucket crew was form ­ 
ed, but their efforts were in vain, and 
served to make the task even more 
hopeless. 
Several parties who had 
witnessed the terrible china 
works 
fire in this city a few years ago, as­ 
sert there never were two conflagra­ 
tions more sim ilar. 
For fierceness and 
destructive results, the china works 
fire never was equalled in this part 
of the country, and the Chelsea went 
even quicker. 
The plant destroyed last night wail 
an eight kiln factory, owned and ope­ 
rated by the Union Potteries company. 
of Pittsburg, of which A. M. Moreland 
is president, and Frank W. Fowler, j 
formerly of this city, secretary and 
treasurer. The company has controlled 
the Union in Hast Ll vs r poo I and the 
Chelsea at N ew Cumberland for sev­ 
eral years, anil was apparently mak 
ing a success of" the business. 
T his 
is dispute!! by many, however, as the 
company has steadily refused to con­ 
nect itself with the 
United 
States 
Manufacturers' association, the 
Pot­ 
tery association or the Western Man­ 
ufacturers’ association. 
In fact, the 


conc! rn has been operated purely in­ 
dependent, and has had no protection 
whatever from anyone in the m atter 
of selling price or business concen­ 
tration. 
For this reason it is held by 
som e that 
institution has not been 
a paying one. 
it was decided som e tim e ago to 
discontinue the operation of the Union 
in this city, and since that tim e a 
great deal of the machinery and equip­ 
ment has been shipped to New Cum­ 
berland. 
Though it was im possible 
to reach any of the m embers of the 
company directly identified with its 
m anagement, it is thought that now 
the Chelsea has been destroyed the 
Union may be placed in operation once 
more. 
Joseph Manor, who went to New 
Cumberland on the early train this 
morning, returned to the city at 
o’clock this morning. 
Mr. Manor stat 
cd that the early reports had not been 
exaggerated In the least. 
There was 
not a thing saved except the kilns 
and tile loss will be $100,000 with 
very Little Insurance. The com pany 
had $40,000 worth o f stock on hand 
and this was a com plete loss. 
F. W 
Fowler 
cam e 
from 
Pittsburg 
this 
morning and w as at the scene of the 
fire at an early hour. 
Mr. Fow ler gav 
instructions that tho Union here should 
be started at once, but later concluded 
to consult with other m embers of the 
board of directors before m aking any 
move. 
The fire may result 
in 
the 
abandoning of the project to sell the 
Union. 
In addition to the large stock of fin 
ished ware on hand, the m anagem ent 
had filled the bins with sufficient raw 
material for a long run. 
In fact, the 
plant was in perfect shape for oi>era 
tion at the tim e o f the fire, and the 
valuable 
m aterials 
were 
rendered 
worthless 
The plant will probably 
never be rebuilt.

WINS APPLAUSE OF BOTH SIDES 


Tells Democrat# They Have No Na­ 


tional Leader and Invites Them to 


Disband, J$in Republican Ranks and 


Elect Roosevelt Unanimously. 


W ashington, Jan. 29.—Tho time or 
the senate was devoted to debate 
rath er than to speeches on the atti­ 
tude of the United S tates tow ards the 
Panam a revolution. T here was a vari­ 
ation, however, in th at the discussion 
also had reference to tho right of tho 
president 
to 
withhold 
information 
called for by the senate. The immedi­ 
ate foundation of the controversy was 
the Democratic caucus resolution call­ 
ing on the president to state w hether 
he has yet supplied all the papers iu 
the archives bearing upon the Pan­ 
ama affair. 
The debate? was opened by Mr. Cul­ 
berson and was participated in by 
Messrs. Cullom, Spooner and Lodge 
on the Republican side. 
The Demo­ 
crats contended for the right of the 
senate to demand inform ation in the 
possession of the executive depart­ 
m ent bearing on trea tie s before tho 
senate, while the Republican speak­ 
ers spoke in defense of the discretion 
of the president to withhold infor­ 
mation. 
Minnesota Man W ins H it Spurs. 
T he house was entertained by a 
speech by Mr. J. Adam Bede, a Re­ 
publican 
member 
from 
Minnesota, 
who made his maiden effort and wou 
his spurs. 
His rem arks w ere replete 
with wit and humor as well as serious 
thought. 
Now aud then, for purposes 
of illustration, he would tell a story 
whose recital greatly am used his audi­ 
tors. 
He received the closest atten ­ 
tion of Republicans and Democrats 
alike, and drew laughter and applause 
first from one side and then from the 
other side of the house. 
And at times 
both sides of the cham ber Joined in 
vigorous applause. 
Good-natured col­ 
loquies resulted from his thrusts a: 
the Democratic party. 
Mr. Bede ap­ 
pealed to th** Democratic party to dla- 
band and extended them an Invitation 
to join the Republican 
ranks 
and 
make tho election of Mr. Roosevelt 
unanimous. 
W hen invited by a mem ber of the 
m inority to Join the Democratic ranks 
he inquired who their candidate would 
he, but no name was forthcoming. 
Mr. Bede, in referring to Populists 
said he meant people who dealt In 
flat. 
He said flat had been wiped nu* 
In the west. 
"W e went out when we saw a Pop­ 
ulist,” he said. "and threw salt In his 
w hiskers and caught him and brought 
him into the Republican ranks. 
We 
have wiped out populism In the west, 
and it soon will he determ ined that a 
little bunch of Populists In Wall streot 
cannot 
dictate 
the 
nomination of 
either party." 
What Would Mr. Bryan Do? 
Mr. Bede said he thought 60 per 
cent of the Democrats of M innesott 
believed in Mr. Roosevelt and that 
M innesota would give him 100,060 ma­ 
jority. 
“I believe." he said. “lf the 


Dem ocrats should nom inate Mr. Cleve-; 
land or Mr. Gorman th at even Mr. J 
B ryan him self would cast bis vote fo r, 
Theodore Roosevelt.”

Democracy 
reorganize?”

asked; 
"W hat are you going to do 
when you get reorganized?”

Washington, Jan. 29.—Tho time OI 
the senate w’as devoted to debate 
rathor than to speeches on the atti­ 
tude of the United States towards the 
Panama revolution. There was a vari­ 
ation, however, in that the discussion 
also had reference to tho right of the 
president 
to 
withhold 
Information 
called for by the senate. The immedi­ 
ate foundation of the controversy was 
the Democratic caucus resolution call­ 
ing on the president, to state whether 
he has yet supplied all the papers in 
the archives bearing upon the Pan­ 
ama affair. 
Tho debate was opened by Mr. Cul­ 
berson and was participated in by 
Messrs. Cullom. Spooner and Lodge 
on tho Republican side. 
Tho Demo­ 
crats contended for the right of the 
senate to demand Information in the 
possession of the executive depart­ 
ment bearing on treaties before tho 
senate, while the Republican speak­ 
ers spoke in defense of the discretion 
of the president to withhold infor­ 
mation. 
Minnesota Man Wins His Spurs. 
The house was entertained by a 
speech by Mr. J. Adam Bode, a Re­ 
publican 
member 
from 
Minnesota, 
who made his maiden effort and won 
his spurs. 
His remarks were replete 
with wit and humor as well as serious 
thought. 
Now and then, for purposes 
of illustration, he would tell a story 
whose recital greatly amused his audi­ 
tors. 
He received the closest Etten 
Hon of Republicans and Democrats 
alike, and drew laughter and applause 
first from one side and then from the 
other side of the house. And at times 
both sides of the chamber joined in 
vigorous applause. 
Good-natured col 
loquleg resulted from his thrusts a: 
the Democratic party. 
Mr. Bede ap­ 
pealed to tho Democratic party to dis 
barid and extended them an invitation

make the election of Mr. Roosevelt 
unanimous. 
When Invited by a member of the 
minority to join the Democratic ranks 
he inquired who their candidate would 
be, but no name was forthcoming. 
Mr. Bede, in referring to Populists, 
said he meant people who dealt In 
flat. 
He (raid flat had been wiped on* 
In the west. 
"We wont out when we saw’ a Pop­ 
ulist.” he said, "and threw’ salt in his 
whiskers and caught him and brought 
him Into the Republican ranks. 
We 
have wiped out populism in tho west, 
nnd It soon will he determined that a 
little bunch of Populists In Wall street 
cannot 
dictate 
the 
nomination of 
either party." 
What Would Mr. Bryan Do? 
Mr. Bede said he thought 50 per 
cent of the Democrats of Minnesota 
believed In Mr. Roosevelt and that 
Minnesota would give him 100,090 ma­ 
jority. 
"I believe.” he said. “if the 


Democrats should nominate Mr. Cleve­ 
land or Mr. Gorman that even Mr. 
Bryan himself would cast his vote for 
Theodore Roosevelt.” 
Addressing the minority, he said the 
question often was asked, "Why don’t 
the 
Democracy 
reorganize?” 
He 
asked: 
"W kat are you going to do 
when you get reorganized?” 
Contin­ 
uing, he said: 
"As you hare done with Johnsonisra 
in Ohio, so you should do with Bry- 
anism.”

We propose this resolution to name 
for Ohio a floral emblem 
in 
whoso 
beauty and fragrance all Ohioans may 
he reminded of home, their common 
ties aud all they may hold dear. Flow 
era, ever tho emblem of beauty, 
the 
harbinger of hope and love, have been 
typical always of m en’s best wishes, 
hopes and ambitions and the typifiea 
tion of life immortal. 
In our great seal of state we have 
the emblem of authority; in its flag, 
the banner that shows our political 
entity. 
Iu the buckeye, a sobriquet 
used in comradeship and good fellow­ 
ship. 
Once applied in derision, but by 
our good natured acceptance of it made 
significant and honorable. Now, would 
each of us proudly say, “I am a Buck­ 
eye." 
It is the Tom, Dick and .Jack 
appellation of our fellows who choose 
not to address us 
in 
more 
stately 
terms. 
It is not the purpose in adopting the 
carnation to usurp its place. 
We love 
the term Buckeye, its traditions 
and 
history. 
It is to fill another place in 
the hearts of our people that we seek.

ENTIRELY INADEQUATE 


So Say* Senator Moore, Who Ie Fath­ 
ering a New Measure on 
tne Subject.

It also provides for a state 
bank superintendent who will examine 
the banks under restrict ions, similar to 
those governing the examination of 
national hanks. This feature is very 
r; seutlal. as it will aid the banks in 
pet,venting defalcations and give the 
depositors more confidence

Nearly every state and terr!*

It la probable that when this note 
has been presented Japan will notify 
Baron de Rosen, the Russian minis­ 
ter at Tokio, that she has no alterna­ 
tive but to take up arms in defense of 
her interests and that M. Kurino will 
be Instructed to demand his pass­ 
ports. 
In the meanwhile instructions 
have been sent to the two Japanese 
cruisers now at Colombo to proceed 
to Singapore. where in the event of 
war being declared their crews wiii 
be paid off a n i IAG vessels laid up.

Nearly every state and terri­

Tho reply has not, yet been officially 
presented to Japan, but it has been 
communicated to M. Kurino, the Jap­ 
anese minister to St..

ply is courteous, but it refuses In un­

The clause proposed by Japan wa: 
that Russia and Japan should mutu­ 
ally agree to respect the ‘‘integrity 
and Independence of China and Ko­ 
rea.” 
Russia has now stricken out 
twice the words ‘‘China and,” and it 
is understood that this will close the 
negotiations. 
It is probable that when this note 
has been presented Japan will notify 
Baron de Rosen, the Russian minis­ 
ter at Tokio, that she has no alterna­ 
tive but to take up arras in defense of 
her interests and that M. Kurino will 
be Instructed to demand his pass­ 
ports. 
In the meanwhile instructions 
have been sent to the two Japanese 
cruisers now at Colombo to proceed 
to Singapore, where in the event of 
w ar being declared their crews will 
bo paid off a n i tjie vessels laid up.

Cheswick, Pa., Jan. 29.—One hun­ 
dred and eight bodies have been taken 
out of the Harwick mine, and of these 
only 59 were identified. 
The work of 
identification is both slow and doubt­ 
ful, owing to the condition of the re­ 
mains. 
W hen Inspector Cunningham came 
out of the mine the north side had 
been cleared of bodies. 
Altogether 
38 w ere found there. 
The work of 
the rescuers was hindered by ice, 
which stopped the cage. 
Fortunately 
only two or three men w ere In tho 
mine. 
Tho carriage was out of use 
for nearly four hours. 
T he natural gas theory of the ex­ 
plosion is not given much credence 
by the Inspectors, and none af all by 
officials of tin 1 company. 
There are 
a num ber of gas wells and some oil 
in the vicinity of the mine, but the 
Inspectors say firedamp undoubtedly 
was responsible for the explosion. 
Cunningham said: 
“ Butts Nos. I 
and 2 will be explored at once. 
Gas 
is forming very fast, but we now have 
a num ber of brattices in the mine and 
are able to change the currents at 
will. 
W e have been unable to see lr 
th e fire boss put his m ark on tho 
walls, because they are covered with 
coal dust and soot. 
One Trench Holds 18 Victims. 
Funeral services were held over the 
rem ains of 18 miners who have been 
identified.
